British Agent Objects. 
‘““ When the so-called neutrality squad 
went through the trunks and valises at 
the wharf, the only objection to the con- 
tents came from the representative of the 
British consu]. Despite our protests, hc 
refused to permit the trunks tobe 
shipped along with Mr. Kalamatiano. 
“As a result, Mr. Kalamatiano was 
compelled to sail without samples and 
even without the printed catalogues and 
price lists. I went to Washington, and 
with great difficulty finally succeeded in 
obtaining permission to ship the trunks 
after him to Christiania, @ ¢are of the 
American consul there. There was an ad- 
ditional expense in this country of $100, 
and he is still waiting in Christiania. No 
one knows how long he will be delayed. 
“ While I was in Washington trying to 
straighten out some troubles in connec- 
tion with Mr, Kalamatiano’s trip, I was 
told on high authority of an experience 
which an American machinery company 
had just had in Moscow.

“The machinery company had been in 


touch with a Moscow firm, which asked 
for prices. The American firm cabled 
a price list without delay. The cable 
was held up in London eleven days, and 
finally reached Moscow—with the prices 
all cut out. 

“A few days later the Russian firm 
received offers, prices, and catalogues 
‘for similar machinery from an English 
firm with which it had never before cor- 
responded. Luckily for the American 
company the Russians forwarded all 
this matter to the United States, ask- 
ing if the English firm was the agent of 
the American company. The American 
firm now has sent a letter via Viadivos:- 
tok im an effort to escape British, 
and so far has received no answer. This 
roundabout way consumes much time.”

Oyster Bay, N. Y., May 27.—[Special.] 
.~Three thousand enthusiastic men and 
women took part in the pilgrimage to 
Sagamore Hill today to tell Col. Roose- 
velt that they want him for their next 
president. And the colonel, standing on 
the veranda of his home, looked out over 
the crowds trampling his lawn and told 
them that he understood that they had 
pledged themselves to him only so far as 
he embodied the principles of Ameri- 
canism.

“No man was ever 
loyal to a coward,” he told them, and 
again they cheered, and they cheered in- 
termittently all the while he told them 
that in order to win the loyalty of the 
immigrants this country must stand for 
courage and strength. 

It was nothing but a succession of 
cheers, as a matter of fact, that could 
be heard on the hilltop for a long time, 
and the army of marchers and their camp 
followers, making a holiday of it, 
swarmed around the colonel's house with 
such agreeable enthusiasm that part of 
the porch collapsed as the open air. 
speechmaking ended and the crowd start- 
ed to rush to the door to go through and 
shake hands with the colonel. 


Wallops for the Hyphen. 

Richard M. Hurd, who was spokesman

Discredits Attacks of Mc-

Washington, D. C.. May 27.—[(Special.] 
—Controller of the Currency John Skel- 
ton Williams and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo received a hard biow this" 
afternoon when a jury, after deliberat- 
ing only nine minutes, brought in e ver- 
dict of “ not guilty " against the officers 
of the Riggs National bank, who were 
being prosecuted by the government on 
a charge of perjury. 

The belief is expressed tonight thet 
the acquittal of the officers on the orim- 
inal charge will bring a quick decision 
in the civil case and foreshadows @ curt- 
tailmem of Controller WilHam@ alleged 
activities in purswing the officers of the 
bank. 

Open -disgatisfaction with the control- 
ler’s course was freely expressed today 
by influential Democrats, a number of 
senators going so far as to say that the 
president already had called a halt on Mr. 
Williams’ attack on the bank. It even is 
intimated that strong pressure may be 
brought to bear on the administr: tion to 
request the controller's resignation. 


Crowd Cheers’ Acquitted Men. 

When Charles C. Glover, president of 
the Riggs bank, emerged from the court- 
house he was greeted by a roar of ap- 
plause from a crowd that had beéri wait- 
ing since court convened, and it was with 
difficulty that he.made his way, accom- 
panied by William J. Flather, vice presi- 
dent, and Henry Fiather, formerly cash- 
ier of the bank, to his automobile. 

Even more dramatic was the reception 
of the officers on their return to the bank, 
the scene being staged on the steps of 
the institution, which is directly across 
the street from the United States treas- 
ury. : 

The verdict was rendered at noon, and 
by that time the crowd of depositors, em- 
ployés and friends, and friends of the 
bank taxed the abilities of all the traffic 
policemen, in the vicinity. u 


Crowd Cheers from Treasury.

Representation on Federation 


Board for Each State Ap- 
proved by Convention,

New York, May 27.—{Special.}—Lllinois 
threw Ahe administration steam roller of 
the neral 
Clubs into the ditch this morning. The 
second attempt of the Illinois women to 
secure a vote on the proposed change in 
the by-laws, by which every state shall 
direct representation on the executive 
board, succeeded. 
Two-thirds of the women in the con- 
vention voted in favor of the change. 
Under the new by-laws every state will 
have a director on the executive board. 
There are now eight directors. 


Illinoisans Outwit Opponents. 

The anti-agministration forces swept 
away the nullifying amendments and 
called the motion before the house for 
a vote. Mrs. John McMahon of Chi- 
cago moved the consideration of the 
proposed change. Twenty women sec- 
onded her motion. By an almost unani- 
mous vote the house agreed to the con- 
sideration of the proposed change. 

Mrs. William %. Chivvis, president of 
the state federation of Missouri, made 
a brief speech in favor of direct rep- 
resentation for all states. Mrs. George 
Bass of Chicago stated that the forward 
movement of the federation depended on 
the success of the direct representation. 
Mrs. J. W. Washburne of Missouri, 
one of the administration supporters, 
offered ar. amendment that each state be 
required to meet the additional expense 
of representation. After some argument 
the president then requested that all 
discussion be postponed until after the 
morning program. 


Quash Amendments; Force Vote. 
When the question again was called up 
Mrs. George W. Plummer of Chicago pre-

The 
document contains the proceedings of a 
hearing in Chicago arranged by David 
Lubin, who is president, I believe, of the 
International Agricultural association. 


“Derived No Benefit.” 

“.At any rate, we do not derive any 
benefit out of the distribution of the dioc- 
ument, except that we were called to tes- 
tify at the hearing. The general purpose 
of the hearing was to work out a scheme 
to supply farm products direct to con- 
sumers.

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CITY WINS BIG 
| COURT VICTORY. 
ON HOME RULE 


Judge Taylor Bars Utilities 
Commission from Regulat- 
~ Ing Chicago Car Lines, 


An opinion, characterized by Corpora- 
tion Counsel Ettelson as the greatest vic- 


cago, was handed down yesterday by 
Judge Thomas Taylor in the Circuit 
court invalidating the right of the public 
utilities commission to :ssue orders with 
regatd to the service and equipment of the 
street railways. 

It is expected that a permanent injunc- 


restraining the commission from enforc- 
ing its order of Sept. 29 last, which pro- 
vided for the turning back of service out- 
side the loop, extra cars and trailers dur- 
ing rush hours, and for additional car 
lines. The order was passed at the in- 
stance of the Cook county real -estate 
board, and several months were occupied 
in the examination of, hundreds of wit- 
nesses. The traction companies were 
given sixty days in which té comply. 


City Brought Injunction. 

The city brought suit for an injunction 
restraining the commission from enfore- 
ing the order and the companies from 
complying, and the companies, siding 
with the city, filed a cross bill to prevent 
the commission from putting the order 
into effect. Judge Taylor’s decision over- 
ruled a demurrer of the commission to 
the bill and cross bill. 

The opinion states that that ordef in- 
‘vades some of the rights of the company 
and the city and consequently is in vio- 
lation of their constitutional rights. 

“It must be borne in mind,” the opin- 
ion reads, ‘‘ that the commission has no 
jurisdiction over the streets of the city 
of Chicago; that it has no jurisdiction over 
the ever changing traffic conditions; that 
it has no jurisdiction over foot passengers 
and vehicular transportation which con- 
stitutes the major part of the use of the 
streets of Chicago. 

“The street railway situation in Chi- 
cago is unique. The companies have had 
a long ard checkered career. They have 
been affected by the constitution of the 
state, by many acts of the legislature, 
-by ordinances of the city council, and 
decrees and judgments of the court, un- 
tii now, under a settlement ordinance 
they have constituted a coherent system 
of nearly one thougsahd miles of street 
railways, paying into the city treasury 
53 per cent of their net earnings.” 

This settlement ordinance was agreed 
upon in 1907 and again in 1913, and Judge 
Tayior held in his opinion that the com- 
mission’s order was in violation of both 
these settlement ordinances. 


Avoids Status of Comunission. 
With reference to the city’s claim as to 
j the illegality of the formation of the pub- 
lic utilities commission, Judge Taylor 
said: 
| “*In the course of argument a number 
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he questions have been raised as to the 
constitutionality of the act creating the 
public utilities commission. All ‘of these 
questions, advisedly, are here left unan- 
swered. The legislature of the state of 
Illinois has seen fit to pass the act which 
provides for the regulation of public util- 
ities and that act fs presumed to be con- 
stitutional until. it is proven beyond a 
reasonable doubt to be otherwise.” , : 

Next Friday Judge Taylor is to pass on 
the form of an order which will be drawn 
up in the meantime by counsel. It is ex- 
pected that this order will call for a per- 
manent injunction against the utilities 


‘commission. 


Bars Two Regulating Bodies. . 
Chester E. Cleveland, first assistant 
corporation counsel, who has been han- 
dling the case for the city, said: - 
‘The judge holds that it is practically 


impossible to have two bodies regulating 


Chicago street traffic. The crux of the 
judge's opinion is that under the con- 
stitution the city is given explicit power 
to make the contract ordinances with 
the street car company. ; 

“This decision, if affirmed by the Su- 
preme court, means that Chicago will 
have home rule under local self-govern- 
ment with respect to the street rail- 
ways in its streets. 

“*I would not want to say that the 
general utilities law could be knocked 
out, but there are other points from 
which the law~could be attacked with 
hope of success.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland was assisted by Ralph 
G. Crandall in behalf of the city. Ho- 
race Kent Tenney and Harry P. Weber 
represented the street railway compa- 
nies. Everett Jennings, William B. 
Scholfield, anu William D. Kerr acted 
for the public utilities commission.

On two or three 
occasions he has summoned members of the senate 
committee on foreign relations and told them things 
that sent them away scared blue. They have con-

But what bas Mr. Wilson done? He said he 
wanted a navy.“ incomparably ” superior to that of 
any other power, and he is supporting the little 
navy bill passed by navy, hating house Democrats.

When Reed had finished with Mr. Bryan his read- 
er felt uneasy. It was indecent for a mind to have 
been 60 given tke opportunity to expose itself. It 
was as if an editorial whim had made a village bar- 
ber a conspicuous national character and had drawn 
out his criticism of life. 

The reader felt the more uneasy to consider that 
this mind was influencing thousands of minds. It 
js no consolation to understand that Mr. Bryan’s 
power is the power of democracy ; that he is influen- 
tial because he is the eloquent thought of democ- 
racy. That is the reverse of consolation. It must 
be the hope of democracy to have its processes pro- 
duce as leaders men who have a judgment of dis- 
tance and perspective, of real values, and of expe- 
It is the reverse of consoling to think that Mr. 
Bryan three times was within running distance of 
the presidency and that recently he was secretary 
of state. If a democracy existing in a sophisticated 
world is in danger of having a well intentioned, 
cracker barrel, crossroads mind like that of William 
Jennings Bryan functioning for it as president or 
to survive the fact that it did function for it as 
secretary of state, it must either be well beloved by 
the Almighty or forgotten by fate. 

Bryan, who will soon project himself into another 
campaign, is a child—in everything except politics 
and in that he forgets every principle which he 
preaches. His intentions are good. So are the 
pavements to a celebrated place.

James Buchanan, Democrat, was.elected presi- 
dent in 1856, receiving 1,830,000 votes, over John 
C. Fremont, Republican, with 1,340,000, and Millard 
Fillmore, American party, with 874,490. Bu- 
chanan, therefore, was a minority president, just 
as tg Woodrow Wilson. The Republican party, 
created to do the work which the old Whig party 
had neglected, had leaped into second place, as 
the Progressive party did four years ago, but had 
failed to win because of division. 

The problem was to combine the ant!-Demo- 
cratic forces.

FTER the food has been broken up 
‘by the teeth and mixed with saliva 
it is passed throvgh the pharynx 
to the esophagus. The esophagus 
is merely a tube devised to carry 
the food from the mouth through the 
chest to the stomach. In the stomach 
the food is converted from a moist solid 
into a thick Hquid, the breaking up proc- 
ess is continued and the digestive process 
is seriously entered upon. . As it gets 
into condition to be passed from the 
stomach to the small intestine it passes. 

At one time the teaching was that the 
pylorus held all the contents in the stom- 
ach until it all was ready for the intes- 
tines, whereupon the puckering muacie 
let loose and the charge. was emptied into 
the. intestine. The provess was supposed 
to be similar to that in some great ma- 
chines in which buckets hold upright un- 
til they fill te a certain point, whereupon 
they tilt and empty in a few seconds. 
The teaching was that food was held in 
the stomach for two hours. 

Scientists, by feeding bismuth and 
watching the stomach with X-rays, have 
found that the stomach wall during di- 
gestion is constantly pushing the food 
against the pylorus and that as rapidly

died in.a hospital at Vienna while undergoing 
an operation intended 
to repair in a measure. 
the injuries which he 
sustained through the 
dashing of a bottle of 
vitrol in his face, was 
the only son of Prince 
Philip of Saxe-Cobure- 
Cohary, and of his. di- 
vorced wife, Princess 
Louise of Belgium—a 
gsrandson therefore of 
the late King Leopold. 
Leopold twice visited 
the United States and 
Canada within the last 
ten years and was en- 
tertained quite extensively in both countries. 
He was a captain of the Ninth regiment of Aus- 
trian Hussars, and while in America exposed his 
former regimental comrade, Prince Victor of 
Thurn-and-Tazis, whom he found cutting a wide 
swath and who had been forced to leave both the. 
army and the dual empire under extremely un- 
Savory circumstances. 

Last autumn a woman who had been betrayed 
by Leopold under a promise of morganatic mar- 
riage, and wha was the daighter of a govern- 
ment Official holding the rank of councillor of 
the court of Vienna, when she found herself 
abandoned and destitute, attacked him with 
vitrol, a bottle of which she hurled in his face. | 
One eye, his nose, and one of his eare were com- 
pletely destroyed by the corrosive liquid, as well 
as a portion of the lips. sie cheek and the tem- 
ple being badly scaired. 

Immediately after attacking him, the girl, who 
had entreated him in vain to provide for her wel- 
fare, committed suicide in his presence. Frém 
that time until his death he was in the hands of 
surgeons. 

His only ‘sister, married to the dissipated 
brother of the German empress, Dukt Ernest 
Gunther of Schleswig-Holstein, has no children,

The 
value of the food as it passes the upper 
part of the small integtine is much greater 
than is the case when the food reaches 
the end of the small intestine. The food 
still in the liquid state passes through an 
opening into the large intestine. Inor- 
der that ho sofid matter shall be pushed 
from the large intestine into the small, 
clogging up the latter, the opening from 
the one into the other is guarded by a 
valve called the ileoccecal valve. 

The large intestine. begins with a blin#é 
peuch, to which the appendix Is attached. 
It leads directly up the right side of 
the abdomen from the appendix region to 
the liver region. This part of the large 
intestine is called the ascending colon. 
In the region of the liver it turns and 
runs across the abdomen from the right 
side to the left side, crossing the middie 
line about two inches above the navel. 
Most people who complain of fullness in 
the stomach, heavy feeling in the stom- 
ach, and pain in the stomach are in 
reality suffering from conditions in their 
transverse colon, for that is the name 
of this part of the large intestine. 

The bend near the liver is called the 
hepatic flexure. That on the left side of 
the abdomen is the splenic flexure. When 
the transverse colon has reached the left 
side of the abdomen near the spleen it 
turns and runs toward the pelvis to be 
known as the descending colon. When 
the descending colon crosses the hip bones 
and enters the pelvis it is known as the 
pelvic colon. This part is divided inte 
three parts, two of which it is necessary 


} to remember—the sigmoid or 8S shaped 


bend and the rectum. 

The relative length of the colon varies 
in different animals. In meat eating ani- 
mals the large intestine is a small, shért, 
heavily walled tube. In grass eating ani- 
mals it is a long, large, thin walled pouch. 
Man comes in between and his large in- 
testine in length, size, and thickness vr 
the muscular wall is likewise in between. 
Nor is the size, length, or thickness of the 
muscle wall the same in different men. 

. ° 

In the mouth many bacteria are mixed 
with the food. In the stomach many 
bacteria are killed, more lie dormant, 
but under normal conditions none multi- 
ply. The reason is the contents are acid 
and bacteria do not thrive in acid solu- 
tions. In the small intestine the bac- 
teria begin to multiply. The number in, 
the upper stretches is small; in ihe 
lower stretches it is large. Somewhere 
about five hours after being eaten the 
food traverses the esophagus, stomach, 
small intestine, and reaches the large 
intestine. Food taken for breakfast at 
8 o’elock this morning reaches the tis- 
sues ready for use by noon. That por- 
tion which has not been absorbed in the 
small intestine reaches the head of the 
large intestine by 1 o'clock. To travel 
the last five to eight feet, the length of 
the small intestine, requires more than 
forty hours. 

And now what is happening during. 
this forty hours? ‘The semi-liquid mass 
is pushed back and forth until it has 
been’ converted from a thin liquid to a 
semi-fluid solid. As progress a'ong thé 
large intestine is made the process of 
absorption goes on to completion. By 
the time the intestinal content has 
reached the last stretch of large intes- 
tine most of the water and food ele- 
ments have been absorbed from if. 
What is left is in great part bacteria 
that have developed in the intestines, 
waste remnants of food, the undigested 
portions, and some salts and other sub- 
stances thrown off by the body. 

The greater part of the elements to be 
used by the body are absorbed from the 
small intestine. What absorbs from 
the large intestine is not of great im- 
portance. The proof of this is the fact 
that people from whom the large intes- 
tine has been removed and those who 
for other reasons do not have the use 
of a large intestine keep in good flesh for 
a long time. 3 

'The contents of the intestine are kept 
steadily on the move from the mouth 
down. The- journey through the esopha- 
gus'is rapid. In man this part of the 
tube has strong muscles in the wall and 
hese keep the food on the move. In 
snakes the esophagus has no muscle in its 
walls, but the shape and arrangement 
of the trunk makes it possible for the 
trunk muscles to squeeze the food through 
the esophagus. . : 

In the stomach the onward movement 
of the food is slowed up for a short 
while. Through the small intestines the 
intestinal contents travel at the rate of 
about a foot in ten minutes. In the as- 
cending transverse and descending colon 

the onward movement of the intestinal 
eontents is very uneven and very siow. 
In the rectum what is left of the intesti- 
nal contént now called the feces comes 
to a halt. After lying there for a while

This is a brief account of what goes 
on in the intestines. When this ts under- 
stood it becomes easier to understand 

why some people are constipated and 
what is to be done about it. The largest 
single factor fm constipation is lack of 
training. So long as animals other than 
the human animal are well, they are 
never constipated. The reason is that 
whenever the rectum is irzitated by the 
presence of food the bowels are evacu- 
ated. Under no circumstances is the 
contraction of the rectal muscles heid in 
restraint. The urge to bowel movement 
is always heeded. If man will follow the 
same rule, under reasonable restrictions, | 
he will be troubled but little with con-; 
stipation. - 

Recently a mother told the readers of 
this column how she had trained her 
babies to have regular evacuations of 
the bowels and bladder. She began syste- 
matically when the babies were but a few 
weeks old. .It is a safe guess that her 
children with training ingrained will be 
in no danger of developing constipation 
at any times in their lives. - 

The next largest factor in constipation 
is the nature of our food. We are eating 
concentrated, purified, softened, prepared 
and almost predigested foods. In these 
foods there is almost no waste. Take 
milk as an example. The body can use 
all of milk. As soon as milk reaches the 
stomach it is solictfied. Soon all, or near- 
ly all, of the water ia absorbed. The 
sugar is burned quickly into heat and 
energy, the albumina are used for growth 
and repair, most of the fats are absorbed 
and used for heat and energy. Some of 
the salts are used. There is little waste 
left to irritate the rectum and cause an 
evacuation of the bowels. 

Take wheat flour as another i!lustra- 
tion. We mill from the berry everything 
except the starch and gluten. Practically 
all of these are absorbed from the intes- 
tines and nothing is left behind for waste. 

We gain by eating fodder and hay along 
with our grain. So long as we eat white 
bread we should also eat bran bread and 
bran cereals. Some profit from eating 
raw bran, served with cream and sugar 
or eaten with fruit Raw bran containsa 
00d deal of raw starch, and some people 
do not digest raw starch well. Some of 
our readers use the following recipe for 
making bran bread: 

One quart bran, one pint white flour. 
one-half cup of molasses, one teaspoon- 
ful soda dissolved in a little of the mo- 
lasses, one teaspoonful salt, one pint of 
g00d buttermilk. Mix all the ingredients 
well together. Bake in a square or oblong 
Pan for one hour. 

Bran is largely composed of the outer 
part of the wheat berry. It is rich in min- 
erals needed by the system. Its efficacy 
in constipation is due to the cellulose it 
contains. Cellulose is the woodv fiber of 
the envelope of the wheat berry. When 
eaten with food it passes througn the in- 
testines undigested and unused. When it 
reaches the rectum it irritates and stimu- 
lates the muscles to evacuate the bowels. 

Wheat bran is not the only source of 
cellulose. Pithy radishes, turnips, and 
beets contain much cellulose. All old 
vegetables that become stringy and tough 
are so because they have developed cellu- 
lose. We can get cellulose by any one of 
the following methods: Eating celery, es- 
pecially the tops and tougher parts. Eat- 
ing the tougher, stringier parts of such 
vegetables as radishes, turnips, string 
beans, cabbage, collards, lettuce, and 
spinach. If we trimmed our vegetables 
less we would suffer less from constipa- 
tion. Eating the pulp of fruits. Trim- 
ming our meats less closely. Eating more 
of the trimmings and less of the muscle. 

Allied to this group vf causes is the lack 
of water in the intestines. We live in 
houses that are too cry and lose water 
to the air or we sweat out some of the 
water from our tissues. The deficiency 
in part is replaced by over absorption of 
water from the intestines. The feces are 
too dry. One remedy is to drink water 
with each meal and to drink plenty of 
water between meals. Another remedy 
ia to eat agar. Agar is a Japanese sea- 
weed which absorbs water like a sponge. 
It passes through the intestines unused 
and holding on to its moisture always 
prevents the feces of which it is a part 
from forming into bard, dry masses. 
Whenever a person notices that his bowel 


the best method of cure for him is to eat 
agar and drink more water. Agar can 
be eaten by itself or mixed with sugar 
or incorporated witn other foods. It is 
tasteless.

The third most important cause of con~ 
stipation is weak, flabby! muscles, par- 
ticularly because lazy muscle nerves are 


likely to go with lazy muscles. Working | 


men and athletes are not prone to suffer 
frome constipation. At least their chance 
of escape is better than is that of fat, 
flabby loafers. The remedy for consti- 
pation among this group is work or ex- 
ercise. Regular physical work is better 
than/)gymnasium exercises or massage. 
And so is play. Among the procedures 
that are included in the exercise cure are 
horseback riding, rapid walking, hill 
climbing, rowing, golf, tennis, handball 
—all gymnasium exercises which use the 
abdominal musclés and massage. 

Closely related to poor muscles and 
muscle nerves as a cause of constipation. 
is incorrect posture. People who sit for 
hours bent over a desk develop constifa- 
tion. When the backbone is bent forward 
the structures in the abdomen are 
jammed together. More important still, 
when the body remains in that position 
for several hours a day the abdominal 
muscles get weak from disuse. The rem- 
edy for constipation due to bad posture 
is change in posture. This can only be 
done by arranging things so that the cor- 
rect posture becomes comfortable, waste 
saving and fatigue preventing.

In complete fistula there is a false passage 
leading from the bowel to theoutside. Fistula 
starts as An abcess near the bowel. This opens 
into the bowel and to the outside to make the 
passage alluded to above. Many cases of 
fistula are due to tuberculosis located near the 
bowel. There is not much danger in operation 
for fistula.

' Soft Answer Turns Away Wrath. 

When Mrs. Fiske staged “ Becky Sharp” in 
1899 she devoted at least a week to the re- 
hearsing of a single incident—the picture at 
the rise of the curtain on the scene of the 
Duchess of Richmond's ball the night before 
Waterloo. Five or six small characters, with 
a few lines apiece, were given to young “ so- 
ciety” women with stage ambitions; and to 
them was intrusted the duty of carrying the 
apparently careless chatter which was de- 
signed to aid in giving illusion to the elaborate 
stage picture. The effect aimed at was most 
casual and easy, but to achieve it meant hours 
on end of the most tedious sort of rehearsing. 
Each speaker had a place when the curtain 
rose; each had a cross to make on cue; each 
was required to be in a given spot when her 


lines were to be spoken, whether those lines, 


were of question, comment, or response. 
‘One of the young women at the premiere 
neglected, as the curtain rose, to cross from 
right to left, in order to be placed to re- 
spond to a question asked by Becky. Mrs. 
Fiske, facing the audience, did not notice the 
beginner’s failure to obey instructions, and 
spoke the line with a slight turn of her head 
toward where the minor player should have 
been. The young woman heard the cue, start- 
ed, looked helplessly about her, and thea 
crossed to the designated spot at right, where’ 
she spoke the line correctly and well—only 
she had caused a stage wait that seemed min- 


utes long, whereas, perhaps, it was not more 


than five seconds. Mrs. Fiske contained her- 


self till the curtain fell, and then called the . 


girl to the center of the stage. Barryrmore— 
who, as Rawdon Crowley, was scoring what 
proved to be the last hit of his career—stood 
by. Mrs: Fiske, under wraps in the effort 
to hold back her wrath, listened as the scared 
girl tried to explain. 


“You see, Mrs. Fiske,” she said, “I was 


dumb when I heard the cue, and simply 
couldn’t speak the line on the right side. So— 
er—so, I just had to wait to speak till I 
cressed to the other side!” 

“Quite so!” interjected Barry, in time to 
prevent Mrs. Fiske from replying, “ quite 
so! There is a great deal to be said on the 
other side.” 

One of the most pungent of Lackaye’s was 
uttered at the expense of Tue Trisune’s 
critic of the drama, Mr. Hammond, when, 
before coming to the staff of the paper, he 
served as the publicity man of the Grand 
Opera house, then under the personal man- 
agement of the late John Hamlin. Lackaye, 
performing in that theater, was of the ex- 
pressed belief that he was not given as much 
attention in the Chicago newspapers as the 
merits of his play and art deserved. .

Charles Klein, who was among the ¥ 
tims of the Lusitania sinking, was a small 
and unimpressive looking man, and perhaps 
the last being on earth whom a stranger 
would take to be the author of “ punch” 
plays like “The Lion and the Mouse” and 
“The Third Degree.” Klein was one of a 
group of well known authors who took part 
in a Lambs’ club gambol on a tour of the 
chief cities in 1909. He and the otlier play- 
wrights were, in a skit called “Tuesday 
orning,” supposed to have been called in to 


doctor a play which did not get over at the _ 


When, at the Philadelphia performance, 
Klein entered, the big audience gasped its 


amazement at his unimpressive port. That - 


gasp gave to Lackaye a vague notion that he 


‘at last had an opportunity of evening up an 


old score with the playwright. When at the 
next performance Klein entered, spoke his few 
lines, and was given his exit cue, he started 
<0 pe pete do td 
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“Why was I brought here, anyhow?” 
“Why,” called Lackaye, cutting in before 


the next speech of the regular text, “so that 


the audience could get a good look at you and 
feel sorry for the actors.” — 

Tf Lackaye and Klein ever spoke afterward 
it was because the latter rescinded his vow of 
eternal enmity registered when the audience 
roared its mirth. 

One of Lackaye’s neatest was spoken in the 
course of a transcontinental trip in “The 
Bondman,” a play by Hall Caine. The writer 
was serving on the journey from Chicago to 
the Pacific as herald of the yenture; but the 
play itself was so bad that he could not con- 
scientiously provide the newspapers en route 
with matter at all complimentary to the enter- 
tainment. Indeed, he went to the other ex- 
treme and wrote stories that guyed the play 
and its author, this form of “press work” being 
offset, ‘in the herald’s belief, by other stories 
having to do with the interesting career of 
Lackaye jn other plays. The star overtook his 

*‘agent” in Denver and said: 

“That’s great stuff you've been giving the 
newspapers since we left Chicago—bright, 
racy, and treating Hall Oaine as he ought to 
be treated. And you've been getting lots of 
space because it is good. But business has 
been ’way off in all those towns; and I think 
that you would best quit kidding and panning 
Oaine. The newspaper men enjoy it; but, as 
a matter of fact, some of them can’t write 
much better than Caine himself!” 

Not go costly to others was Lackaye’s ad- 
dress to the Drama league at its first im- 
portant annual meeting, in 1911, in the Chi- 
cago public library. He was at the time act- 
ing in Powers’ in an unusually bad play, 
“The Stranger.” The league, within the sea- 
son, had been credited with making business 
for two or three other plays by means of 
“bulletins of indorsement.” Lackaye faced 
the eager uplifters, was warmly greeted, and 
began thus: 

“I’m just a bit uncertain how to feel toward 
your organization. If you’ve seen my play and 
bulletined it, I don’t think much of your judg- 
ment; if you haven’t seen it and yet have in- 
vited me here to entertain you, I think a great 
deal of your nerve!” 


A Slam Lackaye Enjoyed. 

Lackaye relishes above all the other jests 
and japes of which he has been the mark a 
telegram sent to him by Eugene Walter, the 
playwright, on the occasion, in 1912, when, 
after a battle in court, Lackaye was told by 
Judge Pam that he might, with perfect legal 
propriety, withdraw from the cast of Walter’s 
play, “Fine Feathers,” in the Cort theater, 
and go into “ Oliver Twist,” as Fagin, in the 
Illinois theater. 

The slam in Walter’s telegram were caviar 
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' to the lay reader without an explanation that, 


the New York Herald, many years before, 
had abandoned its chair of drama criticism, and 
bad substituted a sort of first night reportorial 
“notice” of new plays. Kindness wae the 


- dominant note of this new attitude toward 


the stage, so that no play was so much of a 
failure that its manager could not find a line 


or phrase of praise in the Herald’s review. — 


The writer recalls an occasion when, read- 
ing through the theater advertisements in a 
week day copy of the Herald, he found that 
fourteen plays in as many théaters used as 
an argument for attendance the line “‘ Suc- 
cess "—Herald,” although at least eight of the 
fourteen plays were known to be hopeless fliv- 
vers. : 

No small measure of the: Chicago hit of 
“Fine Feathers” was credited to Lackaye by 
the reviewers, so that the producer, the author, 
and everybody concerned—except his fellow 
actors, of course!—were eager that Judge

See how Mrs. C. finds the favorable side 
—her flat is attractive; her rooms are 
comfortable, though tiny! She will get 
on, but she has to learn that there are no 
vegetables, except the dried beans, peas, 
and lentils, which require long cooking. 
Long cooking in much water is a mistake. 
The green vegetables are largely water; 
so is fruit. Neither furntshes fuel and 
energy, and we must have these latter or 
we wear ourselves out fast. Green vege- 
tables and fruits help in the digestion and 
assimilation ot foods but contribute little 
actual nourishment. 

The main thing you, Mrs. C., would need 
a& fireless cooker for would be for cooking 
cereals. Here is a substitite: Buy you 
an inexpensive stone crock, a little larger 
in size than the twce quart aluminum fire- 
less cooker kettle, with a cover which 
will clamp down. Put a 3 cent three 
legged wire stand in the bottom, line the 
crock with several thicknesses of news- 
paper, and put it over the stand; prepare 
your cereai on the stove, cover tight, put 
in the jar, fold down the lining paper over 
it, and put another crushed paper over. 
put on tue stone cover, and leave over 
night. In the morning your cereal should 
be beautifully done. Heat some of it up 
for breakfast and, if it is blanc mange 
type, use the rest with cream at night for 
a dessert. You can add an egg and sugar 
‘to some cold GéreAls and bake as & 
souffi¢. . - 

If you want. oatmeal, put one cup of 


ta 


rolled oats in your kettle, a little salt, and 
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two cups and a half of cold water. Stir 
this over the fire till it bolls and tHickens 
well, then cover and put in the crock. It 
will be beautifully jellied in the morning 
if prepared fin ten minutes) at dinner 
time. Use eight slightly rounding table- 
spoons of cornmeal! to two cups of water 
and cook in the same way. This will be 
stiff enough to fry in the morning in a 
little bacon fat, : 

Of course you have a double holler, in 
which most cereals must be cooked for at 
least one hour, even if of the quick cook- 
ing type, but remember that when cooked. 
straight over just enough fire to keep 
them boiling they will cook in about one- 
fourth the time if stirred constantly. 
Teach your husband to do the stirring. 
He ought to volunteer. 

The frying pan is the friend of those 
who have little time to cook, but nrust be 
used judiciously for such things as soram- 
bied eggs, drying a vegetable purée, and 
frying a little bacon. But most uséful of 
all is that two qy¥art aluminum fireless 
kettle, supplemented, if you ¢an find it. 
by a little pint boiler with a cover, net 

tne which clamps, necessarily. This lat- 
qtery would be used for onions, and éven 
for potato stew, because these, if cooked 
_often in the other kettle, may flavor the 
seereal. It is ideal to have @ kettle just 


“for cereals. 


In this two quart kettle, covered while 
cooking, you Thay make over a fire a de- 
‘livious potato stew, restful, or changeit to 


tired body. Use one pound of potatoes, 
sliced thin, and a half cup of water, or 
start with a cup, until you get used to 
thie kind of cooking. If making scup, it 
need not all cook away. Add one or two 
orions, sliced, or some celery. When done 
finish with a little cream and butter, 
which adds greatly to its food value. 

In this same kettle, in about the same 
way, you may, cook glazed or plain sliced 
carrots, a delittous dish of stewed onions 
[finished like the potato stew or chopped 
and added to thickened milk for a cream 
soup], kohirabi, turnip, summer squash. 
etc. It is better to cook string beans 
and greens in an enameled kettle. 

In this same two quart kettle, with 
four times their measure of water, you 
may cook the dried green split peas, add- 
ing am onion and carrot, starting them in 
cold water, and after they boil put them 
over the simmering burner, all In one-half 
to two hours from the bag. Sifted and 
dried in the frying pan, these are pal 
atable as they are, butare made delicious 
by the ad@Xion of butter. Bacon fat may 
be added. This purée will keep several 
deys and may be warmed up, or in five 
minutes & pea soup may be made by add- 
ing hot milk. You get e great deal of 
good food for your money by using these 
peas or lima beans or any others. 

But let ue be more definite about this 
matter of food value. One cup of dried 
peas, costing 5 cents or more, according 
to where you buy, will furnish enough 
for two meats for two people, or four por- 
tions, and each of these portions will yield 
200 calories each. If you add three- 
fourthe of a cup of milk to each portion, 
there Is another hundred calories; a pat of 
butter adds another. With two slices of 
bread and batter, 400 calories more, you 
have @ meal to which you may add « 
celery or radish relish (of insignificant 
caloric value] and some fruit.

‘Law compels the makers ofpackage 
goods to put the weight on the package. 
Look for it, then find out the fuel value 
by determining what part of a pound it 
is after you have found the fuel value 
a pound. 
When you once have begun to learn 
the values of food in this way, you will 


. 


soon know almost unconsciously whether’ 


you are getting what you need to main- 
tain health and energy, and will not let 
a disordered stomach drive you to eat- 
ing either too much or too little, 


You can arrange @ meal with high food 


values at the beginning or at the end or 
in the middle, but do not have heavy ones 
throughout nor, for that matter, light 
ones. Light foods at the start are good 
when you are hungry or you@nay eat too 
much. A ripe olive has a high caloric 


value, yet may. be usedac a beginner or’ 


relish. For 10 cents yeu can buy a can 
of ripe (black) olives which says on it 
“Net weight. of fruit, content nine 
ounces.” I found seventy-seven olives in 


that nine ounces. Each pound furnishes [ 


1,136 calories. Finish the problem for 
yourself. You get real food from the 
olive and almost none from the radish, 


but the water.and minerals in the latter, 


make it invaluable. 
To eat intelligently {t is necessary to 


-ywnderetand the long range of value be- 


tween the fresh vegetables, which may 
contain up to 96 per cent of water and 
contain from eighty-five to three or four 
hundred calories per pound, while olive 
oll contains 4,000. Butter contains 3,600, 
and when a pound is divided into thirty- 
six pats each is worth 100 calories. That 
amount of butter you see yields more 
than a whole pound of celery or lettuce. 

Nuts contain a great deal of oil, so 
are often too heay to eat at the end of 
a meal, but are good for a meatless 
luncheon. 

The problem of balancing is omitted in 
this discussion, but is considered in the 
table. Bacon, eggs and cheese are here 
and give what meats does in building ma- 
terial, but the meat problem iu left alone 
thig time. - 

Allowing each person 2,600 calories of 
food per day, the total required for the 
week for two would be 36,400. See what 
you get in the table:

@s unidentified as the weeds in a field 
have been looking at this moonlike blaze 
of glory and wondering what super star 
had appeared. It is merely the most tumi- 
mous of the sun’s family speeding in its 
course around the sun and showing itself 
to particular advantage to the earth.

Venus and Mercury are interior plan- 
ets. That is, they run their course in- 
side the orbit of the earth. The revolu- 
tion the earth makes about the sun 
is outside the paths which Venus and 
Mercury travel, Mercury, being nearest 
to the sun. Venus is far enough away 
to show to best advantage her luminous 
phases. Proximity to the sun and prox- 


- {mity to the earth are such that the best 


display of the sun’s light upon the sur- 
face of the planet can be obtained.

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Venus is far enough from the sun to be 
visible three hours after sunset, and also 
sufficiently distant to be out of the at- 
mospheric vapors of the horizen. Venus 
never is more than half way between the 
horizon and the senith and never can be 
mistaken for any other planet or for any 
star. 

When ea planet fs going from east to 
west it is passing from the evening to 
the morning sky, just as Venus is doing 
now. When an interior planet goes from 
enst to west, from the evening to the 
morning sky, it pagses between us ahd 
the sun. 

When a planet ts In direct line with the 
earth and the sun it is in conjunction. 
When it is on the other side of the sun 
it is In superior conjunction. When it 
is on our side of the sun it is in inferior 
conjunction. 

When it is between the earth and the 
sun we cannot see it. When it is on the 
other side of the sun its full face is ex- 
posed to sun’s rays and it blazes in 
the sky. bout six weeks after Venus 
has passed the point fn line with the 
earth opposite the sun she begins to show 
in the evening sky. At she comes east- 
ward she shows later tn the evening and 
brighter to the vision, more wonderfully 
each night. 

She appears higher fn the sky and night 
after night grows more luminous and 


larger until in about six months after | 


she has rounded the sun she can defy 
even the moon to eclipse her beauty. 

Venus now is nearing the point tn this 
eastward travel when her course will 
take her back toward the west and she 
will become invisible until she has reached 
that point in her orbit which will reveal 
her as the morning star as wonderful 
tefore the break of day as she is now ‘n 
the early dark. + 

By watching this fascinating spectacie 
of Venus one can see with imaginative 
plainness the sweep of a planet through 
spacé around the sun. 

Venus will not again be tn the evening 
sky until the fall of 1917 and the succeed- 
ing winter,

TRANSFER FIGURES SI SHOW

Transfer figures for the first four 
months of the year given out yesterday 
show a handsome gain over the corre- 
sponding period for 1915, although there 
was a considerable falling off in the April 
figures.

‘ SORDOVA.—The preparedness program | 


of the United States should include large 
appropriations for the defense of Alaska. 
As @ neva! base this territory is a key to 
the northern Pacific As far.as fuel for 
our battleships is concerned, it is the key 
to our whole Pacific coast, ae well as to 
Hawaii and the Philippines. Indeed, its 
coal and off resources may some day de- 
cide whether we are to have victory or 
defeat ina possible war with Japan. 

Practically the only good steaming coal 
in our Pacific eoast territories lies in 
Alaska. The Asiatic fleet of the future 
Wijl need in the neighborhood of a helf 

million tons a year, and the coaling sta- 
tions of the Hawaiian islands and of the 
Philippines will be supplied from here. 

It # of enormous importance that the 
harbors near which the coal lies be amply 
protected and defenses should be at once 
instituted for all the approaches to Resur- 
rection bay, the terminus of Uncle Sam’s 
raiiroed. That road leads to the Matan- 
uska coel fields and the branch line open- 
ing them will be completed this year. 


Cordova Is Important Harbor. 

An important harbor is that of Cordova. 
It is within a short distance of the Bering 
river coal fields, which have great beds of 
bituminous and anthracite, and also wéth- 
in easy reach of the Katalla oil fields. 
Cordova -is also within 200 miles by an 
excellent railroad of the best copper mines 
in the whole world. 

Copper ‘ig one of the great necessities 
of modern warfare and any nation that 


leas tham two days. 

Japan is ten or twelve days from Seat- 
tle. It is much less from Cordbva, and 
the advantage of any of the Asiatic na- 
tions having a naval base in Alaska can 


be easily seen. 


Hears Tales of Japanese Spies. 

Everywhere I tear stories of, how the 
Japanese are spying Alaska. am told 
that the Japanese are now employed in 
all the fishing stations along the coast. 
They are-to be found at all the salmon 
canneries aad here and there about the 


river coal fields before the government 
closed them, and they have worked in al! 
capacities in the mines at Kennicott and 
about Cordova and in the oil fields. - 

One of tne last Japanese stories I heard 
relates to a Seattle man who was operat- 
ing in the Bering coal fields before they 
were closed by the government. This 
man had a cook from Japan, whom he 
éalled Henry, and who he boasted was 
the best cook in Alaska. He was always 
talking of Henry’s capabilities. 

He said he could not only cook but 


he was able to keep a diary and make all 
sorta of notes. He was so reliable and 
trustworthy that his employer sent him 
on all kinds of missions and gave him the 
care of his papers. 

As time passed on the man, seeing the 
fate of his coal property, left Alaska in 
disgust and went to Seattle to engage in 
the wholesale fish business. He had then 
no further use for Henry, the cook, and 
he dismissed bim with the best of recom- 
mendations. 

Then the Japanese-Russian war broke 
out, and the agents of the mikado came 
to the United States to buy food for the 
army. One of them came to Seattle to 
purchase a large consignment of fish. He 
was referred to the former coal miner. 
die called, and when he appeared in the 

, lo! he was Henry. 

Another instance was given me by one 
of the scientific experts of the United 
States government who had received an 
assignment not long ago to go from Ju- 
neau to Seward. The cold weather had 
already set in at the west and the man 
dreaded the trip.

‘ Discoveries Are Far Apart. 
The discovery of these oil fields, at 


at Cold bay, which is open throughout 


The fact that petroleum exists in 
Alaska is not new. The Cold bay flela 
was known to the Russians as far back 
as 1865, but no attempt was made to 
investigate it, and thirteen years after 
we took possession of the territory oil 
was reported along the Pacific seacoast. 

Among the most interesting of oil dis- 
coveries in one near the Arctic ocean. 
It is in the shape of a mound of solidified 
oil which rises high above the surround- 
ing country. The mound is the residue 
of a petroleum fountain or spring. It 
is several hundred yards in diameter
